Thege | exclusive 
walls are ‘tied together .with rein- 
forced dove-talled concrete ties, wa- 
terproofed, about two feet apart 
horizontally and elghteen inches in

On top of these dove-tall tles is 
laid horizontally every three feet in 
height a half by four-Inch strip of 
wood around the building, and sim- 
ilar material at six-foot Intervals, 
perpendicular between the horizon- 
tal strips. This cuts the hollow wall 
space into cells three feet by six 
fest thereby preventing a circulation 
of alr and making a dead air space, 
which is a non-conductor of heat, 
cold and dampness. As the dove- 
talled ties are dipped in asphalt, no 
dampness can pass the hollow wall. 
This hollow wall . continues to the 
basement, which will be a great sav- 
ing of fuel as the cold cannot strike 
through the walls.

“porters. and editors ‘of superhuman attain- 
ments to present the facts. The truth, the 
ultimate conclusion, is not somothing that we 

can ask for and expect to get in this world. 
It fa well known that perfectly honest and sin- 
cere eyewitnesses of an evént will, in a court 
of law give diametrically opposed accounts of 
that event. Therefore, if three different re- 
porters view a single occurrence, and all threo 
are wholly honest, it is possible there will be 
three accounts of that event that will vary not 
only {fn detail but also fundamentally.” 


: 


So long as people are constituted as they 
are there will be difference. of opinion. Differ- 
ent people will see things from different view- 
points. What will appeal most forcibly to one 

= may be passed over by another.. The fact that 
‘different newspapers give different accounts of 
the same occurrence may be merely an evidence 
of the independenc of the newspapers. If the 
newspapers agree exactly it might mean that 
they were not using their own individual re- 
urces, but were working according to instruc- 
tion. If, in the trial of a case, as Mr. Armour 
points.out, all the. witnesses on the same side 
= told exactly the same story the presumption 
i would be that they were not telling what they 
* knew to be true, but what they Were told to say. 
=" It is well to keep in mind, too, that abso- 
lute accuracy is not to be expected in the hurry 
of printing the news from day to day. There are 
classes of subjects in regard to which absolute 
ecuracy is exceedingly difficult. Historians 
--have much more time for investigation than 
news editors, yet Mr. Armour declares that he 
does not recall that the exact facts have been as-_ 
re certained in regard to any event in history. 

-» ° Many of the complaints against newspapers 
. are due to the carelessness, either on the part 
of the newspaper or on the part of the reader. 
Some newspapers sometimes assumes more re- 
sponsibility than they intend for statements 
“which appear in their columns.: Newspapers 
"are not properly held responsible for statements 
imade by others, if these statements are accur- 
“ately reported; but the newspaper’ should be 
careful to credit the-statement to its proper 
source.

. CRIME IN THE MOVIES 


There has been Eee ‘that Ontario's! 
film censorship is tgo strict, at least the mov- 
ing picture journals, which reflect the views of 
the heads of the film industry, have criticised 
some of the regulations in force here. But the 
new edict that has gone forth in Chicago by 
which films portraying criminals at work are 
to be barred, makes Ontario’s censorship ap-| 
pear wide open for hold-ups,” assassinations, 
horse thieving, train robberies and grand and 
petty larcency of all kinds are nightly shown in 
the moving picture theatres of the province 
without any restriction. The Chicago order 
comes from the Chief of Police, and follows a 
confession by three youthful robbers that their} 
crimes had been inspired by a moving picture.‘ 
The ruling is a drastic one, for with the crime 
feature eliminated, half-of the films are now 
before the public’ would lose their “punch” en- 
tirely. But the Chitago.Police Chief may not 
be far wrong in the action he has taken; there 
has been an overdose of crime pictures, and 
even although the end of the picture usually 
finds virtue triumphant and the villain in the 
toils, the methods used by criminals are given 
in such detail as to form education ofa wrong 
Kind for many youthful movie attendants and

LONDON, Jan. 31.—British labor 
has gained a great advance In wages 
ag well as a further shortening of 
working hours during 1920 buat_the 
new year has begun with a art: tide 
of unemployment. 

Increases in wages during 1930 
have amounted to nearly £5,000,000 
and affected 7,547,000 workers. 

A labor correspondent of the Livery 
pool Post says, however, that “it Is 
probably a modest estimate to say 
that the whole of thcsd wage Increas- 
es have been swept away by unem- 
ployment and under-omployment. For 
example, the textile workers to the 
number of 1,035,000 received, in the 
earlier months of the year, advances 
in wages totaling £580,900 a week. 
The greater number of mills are now 
rapping only three days a week and 
it is well within the mark to pet the 
loss from underemployment at £1,- 
000,000 a week. 

“In the engineering and shipbuild- 
ing industries 1,202,006 workers re- 
celved advances to the amount of 
£429,500 a week but here again the 
wage advance has deen more than 
fost by unemployment and under- 
employment. Dock workers have had 
the same sorry experience, and the 
lesson which it carries is that in 
competitive trades-the wage-earning 
power can only be maintained on an 
output of corresponding value.” 

During the year 553,700 workers 
have obtained an aggregate reduction 
of 2,071,200 hours a week. 

Although there have been more 
industrial disputes than in 1919, the 
number of working days lost by 
atrikea shows a diminution. There 
were 1,563 disputes during the year 
192¢, Involving 1.952.000 workers 
and 26,567,000 days were lost, the 
latter being swelled by the coal strike 
in October and November.

NCE the child goes to ‘work he 
_ enters upon ‘the era of inde- 
pendence. No matter how congenial 
a relationsh!p continues between him 
and the rest of his family he grows 
more and more into the habit of de- 
eiding things for‘himself. 

That is as it should be, and there 
are numberless facts he can only 
learn by experience, but health facts 
need not be among them. 

By the time a boy or girl begins 
work he should have been so trained 
by his parents in bathing, brushing 
his teeth, eating wholesome food, and 
other daily habits necessary to health 
that they have all come second na- 
ture. : 

The great majority of children en- 
tering industry leave school before 
senior fourth fs reached; many of 
them can barely pass the Mteracy 
test In order to get thelr working 
papers, and others are wholly flbiter- 
ate. With only a meagre education 
in many cases and without guidance 
these children are thrown upon thelr 
own resources to find a job In any 
way they can. 

The school’s obligation to these 
boys and girls suddenly comes to an 
end and they are left to use or waste 
the education it has given them. For 
the children who come from better 
homes the school provides education 
and supervision up to the age of 18, 
or through Collegiate Institute; but 
for the children whose school days 
end as soon as the law allows the 
school permits chance circumstances 
to make or mar thelr careers between 
the school-leaving age and 18. : 

There are a few children who are 
assisted to suitable openings by their 
parents. The parents of these chil- 
dren have observed thelr children's 
tastes and talents, they have discus- 
sed them with the teachers, and they 
make {t a point to know as much as 
they can about the opportunities In 
the occupations for which the chil- 
dren scem to be qualified. For these 
children the community should have 
little concern, A large number of 
parents would gladly do well by their 
children, but their knowledge of the 
Opportunities open to boys and girls 
is meagre. They do not know how to 


“|find work for a child. They do not 


know what would be best for the 
child to do. Still other parents are 
concerned only for the immediate: fi- 
nancial return for their ehild’s labor. 
They are in very real need of what 
the child can earn, or they do not see 
the advantage of sacrificing present 
comfort to the child's future. 
Where care and foresight and 
on the part of the parents, the chil- 
dren are left to their own resources 
and inclinations. They leave schoo}, 
many of them on the very day they 
reach 14, and start on thelr almtesa

Many other children find work 
which they do not Ike or for which 
they have no ability or apitude. They 
tire of the monotony of the mechani- 
cal processes which children do, they 
grow restless, and so they leave. They 
go from job to job, hoping that some- 
where they may find work a little 
more congenial and more Interesting. 
Asp 8 result they acquire neither pro- 
gressive skill nor the capacity for 
steady employment. Other children 
drift into occupations for which they 
are physiclailly unfitted. Their health 
suffers temporarily or permanently, 
and the injury that results has far- 
reaching soclal consequences. 

Others again are without employ- 
ment for some time after they leave 
school. These children, free to roam 
on the streets, tend to become un- 
disciplined and ofen fall into bad 
habits, 

These conditions which confront 
the working child In times of peace 
were accentuated in wartime. Now 
that the war has ceased there [s a 
shifting in ‘fndustry. Many children 
who were accustomed to high wages 
do not readily accept the lower 
wages which follow the end of the 
war. There will be others who will 
take the first job that offers in order 
to start earning as soon as possible. 
Many employers will prefer the chil- 
dren just leaving schoo! to those who 
have already worked, and the child 
who has worked for some time will 
not want to return to school. Many 
Children will be idle for long periods 
before finding work; they will re- 
quire advice and assistance In regard 
to employment. If the children 
thrown out of positions cannot be re- 
turned to the echool which they left 
special classes should be provided 
for them and special training should 
be given them until employment ts 
found. ‘ 

Every effort should be made to 
keep in school those children whom 
the law permits to go to work.
